W ithout Trouble, Says Overstreet. 
Indianapolis, Sept. 3.—Congressman 
Overstreet, who returned to Indianap­ 
olis yesterday afternoon, lord no time 
In getting to work on his own cam­ 
paign. 
He has been so busily en­ 
gaged in New York that he has not 
had much chance to think of Indiana. 
He says that the election of Roosevelt 
and Fairbanks is assured and that he 
is very hopeful that the Republicans 
will carry the lower house. 
He adds, 
however, that there are a number of 
local matters that may make It difficult 
for the Republicans to land enough 
congressmen to hold 
their control. 
Mr. Overstreet is secretary of the na­ 
tional 
congressional 
campaign com­ 
mittee. 
He says that he expects to 
be here about ten days now and to 
return the Inst week of the campaign ; 
to round up matters, 
lie is confident 
that lie will be re-ebcted. 


A prominent railway official here 
made an interesting comment today 
regarding the demand for track eleva-j 
tior» here. 
During the last few days 
several of the roads have reached an i 
agreement with the city to eievate the I 
tracks at the Massachusetts av en u e! 
crossing, one of the most dangerous ' 
places in the city. 
The advocates of 
track elevation arc very hopeful that; 
thi8 will be *ollowed by general eleva-1 
tion of the tracks throughout the city. 
For several years track elevation has 
been a prominent Issue In the city 
campaigns, and while the grade cross­ 
ing accidents have occurred with pain­ 
ful regularity nothing has been done 
so far to relieve tho situation. 
The 
railroad men as a rule, are openly op­ 
posed to bearing the burden of the cost 
of the work, but one of them said 
today that it is ridiculous that the city 
should make such a strenuous demand 
on the steam roads for elevation of the 
tracks and at the same time let the \ 
inter-urbans have all the privileges 
they desire. 
He pointed to the fact 
that the internrhans are now running 
cars through the down-town streets 
that are as large as the average pas­ 
senger coach, and that furthermore 
the down town streets are being used 
for freight trains, yet no complaint 
is made of the danger they create. 
He said the discrimination is unfair. 
The matter has never been pointed 
out In this way before.
